Uncle Sam's 


stamps from 3847 to 1894; then the 
government bureau of engraving ar>3 
printing was given the work, and ev- 
ery year since then Congress has had 
to come to its rescue with an extra 
appropriation to meet the deflciency 
incurred in the work of turning out 
the stamps in Washington.
